The German 
government urged that only the early 
arrival of the commisFlon will prevent 
furllicr ^»'rillus liloodshcd. [kiron X'on 
Buelow informs tbe American ambas- 
sador that Great Britain has at last 
agreed to the unanimity rule, tbe Unit- 
ed States also agreeing, and that tbe 
commission tan probiibly proceed to 
tbe Islands without delay." 

Tbe German press gives the news 
calmly and mostly without comment 
The Cologne Oazcftte remarks: "We 
ne»il lu.t s;i,v that if the guilt of th" 
manager ot the German plantation is 
proven Germany will approve of his 
arrest and demand fpr bis punish- 
ment. We will not defend the be- 
havior of a German abroad tterely be- 
cause he Is a German." 

Tbe Cologne Gaiette also admits 
that Dr. Raffel, the German president 
of the municipsl council of Apia, 
"actid illegally in dosing the theif 
justic e's office, and says the> other pow- 
ers, we hope. wlH also admit the ille- 
gal acts of their representatives." 

The Tageblatt calls tbe arrest of the 
German manager of the plantation in 
which the ambuscade took place "Il- 
legally," saying: "Our consul iS tHe 
only competent Judge."

ADULTERATION OF FOOD. 



Tke Army Beef Scandal Has Had at Least 
One (Joed KlTeet-Peeple's 
\ lyeaOpeaed. . 

[New York MeUii^l Uecord.j 

The scandals in ocmnectlon With the 

canned beef supplied to the army during 
tha late war have liad at least one good 
«fftct-^d eyes ef the AAelttan people 
have been opened by their means of the 
adulteration-of-food question. Up to the 
present time, although it has been for 
long well known that adalteration of food 
fa one d the tricks of the trade moat fre- 
qaently praeticed, nevertheless the long- 
anft'ering public haa endured the decep- 
tion with exemplary patience— perhaps 
on the principal that "what ttic eye does 
4U>t see the heart does not grieve for," or 
perhaps because the matter had never 
been brought very prominently in'"^ 
notice. Since, however, the secrets of 
some of the methods of food adalteration 
have been laid bare, it is likely that in 
the future more or less vigorous measures 
will be taken to ensure that persons 
■aally get the article for wbioh they pay 
aM that when they ask lor butter or 
cheese the retailer ddea not foist on them 
an adHlMaafed dbmpoond or aporioas 
artlele. " 

An act ilealinj; with the manufiH-ture 
suid sale of butter baa recently been 
iradooed in the Vew York Senate and 
will undoubtedly Bhortly become a law 
Much of the matter coutamed in this act 
ia old ; the new part provides that any 
batter which is not fresh shall be labelled 
to that eifect and that no preservative 



•ball be used in batter or other dairy 

product. 

It ahonld be traderatood that when 

butter has Ik come ranciil and when the 
process has not gone far, it is possibly by 
reobaming It with milk or boiling it in 
water containing a little soda to get rid 
of the fatty acids which cause rancidity. 

This custom has been largely followed 
and it is with a view to stopping the 
practice, or rather to prevent batter so 
treated to be sold as fresh, that the new 
provisions of the act have been framed.
